ORIGIN: Recreation and Parks Department 


COMMENTS: The City is currently divided into six geographical areas for 
the purposes of Youth Soccer. Each of the six areas is 
serviced by an Affiliated Youth Soccer Club. All six clubs 
provide both Competitive (Rep) and Recreational (House 
League) Soccer for all girls and boys in their area, resulting in 


a | a total overall service for the City. 


The Recreation and Parks Department allocate the soccer 
fields within each geographical area to the Affiliated Youth 
Soccer Club servicing that area. Facilities for Affiliated 
Adult groups are permitted directly to each group through the 
Department in consultation with the Affiliated Youth Soccer 
Clubs. All other requests for permits are directed to the 
Youth Clubs involved. 


The advantages of this system are: 


i. It allows the Affiliated Youth Soccer Club to best meet 
the needs of soccer in each geographical area. 


2. It provides for the best flexibility for the scheduling of 
both Recreational and Competitive games and practices. 


3. It allows for the rotation in the use of fields, thus 
prolonging the life of the better fields. 


4, It drastically reduces the amount of staff time spent in 
permitting fields.

5. It provides for strong support to the area Affiliated 
Yputh Soccer Clubs and discourages duplication of 
services. 


In 1984, the six area clubs reported to our department that 
they had registered the following number of participants:

Independent Clubs 


At the present time we are “ware of three independent youth 
soccer groups in Mississauga. These are M.LS.A., Mississauga 


Association, the Ukrainan Youth Soccer Association and 
M.LS.A., we understand that the number of teams registered 
with each group in 1984 was: a 


Mississauga Croatia - 15 teams 
; Ukrainian Youth Soccer Association - 5 Leams 
M.1.5.A. - 3 teams 


Independent Clubs have existed for a number of years in 
Mississauga. From what staff have been able to determine, 
the level of competition offered by these clubs is similar in 
part to what the Area Youth Soccer Clubs provide. The major 
difference is that the recreational component of the club is 
very limited and in some situations non existent. The primary 
emphasis is on competitive play.

With the competitive emphasis of the Independent Clubs, they 
- are in direct competition for players with the Affiliated Youth 
Soccer Clubs. As a result of this, the latter have not been 
receptive to accommodating Clubs of this nature on fields 
permitted to them. The Affiliated Youth Soccer Clubs have, 
however, been very accommodating to groups who are not in 
direct competition for players. 


These clubs claim that, as taxpayers, they should be allocated 
some soccer fields. However, in our view, they duplicate a 
soccer service which is already available throughout the City, 
and therefore they do not qualify to affiliate with the 
Recreation and Parks Department. As is the case in other 
sports, (e.g. hockey, baseball) if a group is not affiliated, they ‘om 
| may receive few or no facilities.

1) It will undermine the efforts of the Affiliated Youth 
Soccer Clubs. 
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3) It will not provide for the flexibility in scheduling that 
the Affiliated Youth Soccer Clubs now have. 


4) It will decrease the ability for rotation of fields.

6) _—siIt will take the responsibility for scheduling the use of 
fields away from the Community and place it back with 


the City. 
The Department Position 
The Department believes that the sport of soccer can best be 
provided for all girls and boys in Mississauga the 


through 
co-ordinated efforts of the six Affiliated Youth Soccer Clubs. 
With this system, any girl or boy in Mississauga has the 
opportunity to participate in the sport of soccer. 


The existing field allocation system allows the Department to 
work in co-operation with the Affiliated Youth Soccer Clubs 
in the area of maintenance and development of fields. By 
increasing the number of user groups, we will reduce the 
department's ability to deal effectively with the Soccer 
Community as a whole. We strongly recommend that the 
existing policy remain in force. 


That the City's existing policy of allocating soccer fields be 
endorsed firmed.

This letter is in response to your letter of October 19, 1984 and our recent telephone 
conversation requesting a permit to play soccer at Gulledin Park (behind Glen Haven 
Public School) for the summer of 1985. 


I would like to clarify the city's policy on permitting soccer fields. The City of 
Mississauga has been broken up into six geographical areas with an area soccer club 
established in each area. The club provides both house league and competitive soccer 
for residents of the city through the established registration procedure. 


Each area club is issued permits for all soccer facilities within their geographical 
boundaries. By using this system, the Recreation and Parks Department of the city is 
provided with an organized structure that enables those citizens who are interested 

in playing soccer with an opportunity to do so. The Club, as well, provides a valuable 
service to the city in control of fields and assists, to a large extent, with the 
maintenance of the facilities. 


Other leagues or teams interested in acquiring game times (permits) must address their 
request to the area clubs. 


Gulledin Park soccer pitch is under the permitting jurisdiction of the Dixie Soccer 


Club. Their current president is Mr. Maurice Driscoll, who can be reached at 
270-1890 in the evenings. 


In conclusion, I refer your request to Mr. Driscoll. As explained above, I would 
further express that the Recreation and Parks Department respects the judgement of the 
area clubs with regards to the permitting of these fields. The Department will continue 


“with its present policy of permitting soccer fields to the six area soccer clubs as 


it is our opinion that the policy best serves the soccer community.

On an annual basis, we review the needs of each soccer area, and 
permits are issued in accordance with requirements of each of the six 
affiliated youth soccer clubs, who in turn allocate the pitches for all 
games and some practises. The advantages of this system are identified 
on page one of our report dated April 10, 1985 which you received and 
which was discussed at the Recreation and Parks Committee meeting on 
April 15, 1985. 


The actual usage varies because games are subject to cancellation due 
to inclement weather/poor field conditions. In addition, the 
affiliated youth soccer clubs take a sincere interest in the 
maintenance of the pitches and try to provide regular “periods of rest" 
for each field in order that the turf have an opportunity to regenerate 
itself throughout the season. The perception may be that some fields 
are “not being used", whereas in actuality these “periods of rest" are 
necessary for turf regeneration. 


We are satisfied that the affiliated youth soccer clubs provide an 
efficient method of maximizing field usage while at the same time 
exercising discretion with respect to “periods of rest". 


User Fees paid for six major lit soccer pitches in 1984.

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7 & 8. As mentioned previously, the affiliated youth soccer clubs co-ordinate 


the schedules at each of their respective soccer pitches. They provide 
for "periods of rest" and games are subject to , 
postponement/cancellation due to field/weather conditions. 


In addition, the following policy is stated on the permit for each of 
the six "premier" fields in the City: 


"Maximum of twelve (12) games per week. Games may be cancelled by the 
Recreation and Parks Department in the case of poor field conditions. 
It will be the club's responsibility for collecting all fees and to 
submit a list accounting for all games played at the end of the season 
for invoicing purposes. Groups are responsible for lining and clean-up 
of facility after game." 


Permits for It cer 


In 1984, our Department issued permits to the Mississauga Senior Soccer 
Club and the Mississauga City Senior Soccer Club. Both groups were 
affiliates of our Department and they were allocated two pitches at 
Derryside Green and one at Glenforest Secondary School and Applewood 
Secondary School (one half of last season at each of the two schools). 


These two adult groups have amalgamated and are now known as 

Mississauga City Senior Soccer Club, comprising 24 teams. They have 
been issued a letter of intent for the use of two soccer pitches at 
Derryside Green in 1985, with the concurrence of Malton Soccer Club. 


The Lakeshore Industrial League was permitted at St. Lawrence Field and 
W.J. Wood Secondary School on Saturday and Sunday afternnons last 
season. The same field allocations are planned for 1985. While this 
league is not affiliated, the reason for this allocation of fields 
arises from the agreement between the City and St. Lawrence Starch, 
whereby the City is allowed exclusive permit rights at this privately 
owned soccer pitch. 


These are the only groups which were issued permits for the entire 
season. In addition, a small number of permits were issued to adult 
groups, with agreement from the appropriate affiliated youth soccer 
club, on an ad hoc basis in 1984. 
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Mr. Iwanchuk, I hope that this information will assist you and your associates 


at tomorrow's special Council meeting.
